The Joy of Redemption and Purification 

As we end the old year and enter the new, we read three different stories centering 
on sons. As I read about other peoples' sons, I instantly think of our own. God blessed 
us with three sons; sometimes a challenge, sometimes a handful, and always the joy 
and center of our lives. As we take a look at these three sets of sons in the Bible you 
and I can think of our own children. 

The least familiar story (at least to me) deals with Eli the prophet, who had grown 
very old in God's service. But his sons, regrettably, did not follow in his footsteps. 
This progression seems somewhat familiar to those of us who watch our children 
choose paths different than our own. In any case, Eli's sons definitely rebelled against 
him and his God. They went way beyond the familiar middle or high school "I'll do it 
myself!" or "Why do you need to know?" rebellion that we all seem to deal with. 

Whatever the difficulty, in whatever age, parents try to reason with their sons, and if 
necessary, rebuke them. In this story, the children don't listen. How very wise Eli 
was as he told them "// you sin against another man, God may mediate for you, but if 
you sin against God, who will intercede for youl" But the sons went on in their sin- 
filled ways. Sometimes parents can get their children to listen, and sometimes we 
can't. Usually it takes a while for us to gain the wisdom to let God handle the child 
and the problem(s). 

The other are two familiar stories. One of little Samuel, given to God. I don't know 
that I would have the strength to give my baby to God the way Samuel's mother did. 
She saw him only once a year. But she kept her promise to God. Could you do that? I 
don't know that I could. What a strong woman! 

Finally, we read the story of Jesus staying at the temple after the Passover celebra- 
tion. I always have trouble with this story. I understand that Jesus was discussing 
important religious theology and law with the learned men of the temple. And I as- 
sume that this was part of his God-given destiny. But I have to tell you that my 
mother's ears hear a lot of middle-school smart aleck in his reply to his parents, 
"Didn't you know I had to be in my Father's house?" And yes, I hear that his parents 
did not understand (as I do not), at least for that split second of time; and I know the 
ending of the story! 

God, give me the wisdom, courage and patience to see your purpose in the lives 
of all our children, always; and help me to listen before I speak. In Your Blessed 
Son's Name, Amen. - Sharon Kirby-Cole
